5. (amended) A method for converting a document from a first language 
into a second language comprising the steps of:

10. (amended) The method of claim 9 wherein said decoding step is further 
comprised of steps of: 

translating the human-readable text into at he human-readable translation 
of said selected foreign language; and improving the human-readable translation 
of said selected foreign language through th e us e of using the machine-readable 
code. 
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
